A college education implies more than the 
passing of a required number of courses and living 
the existance of a monk. 

Most good students organize their courses and 
we suggest that you plan your leisure time ♦^he 
same way.

Organizations such as the Literary and Debating 
Society, the Green and Cold and the Drama Club 
will open broad new vistas, thus we urge you to 
participate in extracurricular activities.

Participation in most campus organizations is 
on a voluntary basis. However, there is one organiza- 
tion that you are obliged to support; the Students 
Council. Many who come here shun their respons- 
ibilities. Yes, responsibilities ! For when you regis- 
tered, you joined an institution the Clan Macdonald. 
You have a moral obligation to support the institution 
and the essential sub-divisions, such as Students 
Council. 

Students Council in the high school serves no 
functional purpose, except, perhaps, to give training 
in parliamentary procedure. In college the reverse 
is true. Administration consults Students Council 
when changes are in order and many of the final 
decisions actually rest with the council. Students 
Council also actively controls all student organiza- 
tions. 

If this college is to be run effeciently in the 
future it will need your support. More than your 
support, it will need your participation. 

Up to this time there has been a do nothing 
attitude prevalent in this college. In the Students 
Council elections last year many posts were uncon- 
tested and only 39.5% of the student body voted. 
This is the heritage we pass to you, the freshmen 
and the leaders of tomorrow. If the complacent soph- 
mores, juniors and seniors cannot, or will not do 
anything, it is up to you. 

Tryon Edwards said, **Duty performed is a moral 
tonic; if neglected the tone and strength of both 
mind and heart is weakened; and the spiritual health 
undermined.'' We contend that this observation is 
valid on an institutional, as well as a personal level, 
as the author intended. Again, Freshmen it is up 
to you !

To all student teachers: 

By now you are all aware of the existance of the 
Student' Teachers' Society. This is not to be confused with 
the Students Society, which is in fact our Students Council. 
Your advisors have outlined a few of the main points about 
the S.T.S., but in the confusion of entering college, meeting 
the professors and deciding on just what courses to take, 
your mind was in a blur, and the letters S.T.S. most likely 
meant nothing. For this reason, we have waited for opening 
activities to settle down, before acquainting you fully with 
the society. 

On registration day a paper was given to you, stating 
that a one dollar fee would be collected that day. Instead 
of taking money at this time we decided to wait until you 
knew more about what would be done with it. After all, 
you wouldn't want to sign a contract or a chek without 
knowing the reason fully. In the past this method was 
used and many people are still wondering how they did 
benefit. 

By now, each advisory group will have elected a 
temporary representative, whose duty it is to report back 
to their respective advisory groups, upon matters discussed 
at mettings. This representative will also report to the 
S.T.S. executive any suggestions or complaints concerning 
the entire student teacher body. He or she will also be in 
charge of collecting and keeping records of the fee. 

The fee is payable by all students in the Institute Of 
Education and without it the Student Teachers' Society 
would be unable to function. The uses to which the S.T.S. 
will be put will be many and varied. Included will be a 
number of perennial activities, such as the Christmas 
Tree Project whereby gifts are donated to a hospital; 
the Graduation Banquet; Teachers Prom; intellectual dis- 
cussions led by guest speakers; art exhibitions as well as 
the possibility of sponsoring ski trips and other activities. 
Of course these have been in the past. We hope that this 
years executive will come up with many other interesting 
suggestions. As each year ^: 'here are always more 

improvements. 

The Constitution of the S.T.S. has been made available : 
to all the advisors, and you may read it whenever you 
wish to. This will give you all the information required. 
The Constitution states that elections are to be held during 
the first week of October. As the registration date is later 
this vear, we will have to set the election date back at\ 
least* two weeks. This will give all the student teachers \ 
ample opportunitv to get acquainted and to look for possible 
candidates for election. Please look carefully, as the per- 
menant executive that you chose will represent you all 
year. Freshmen, be on the look-out for a candidate for 
the position of second Vice-President. This office is one 
that must be filled bv a freshman on either the two or 
four year course. We would like to state a few of the rules 
regarding elections, taken from the Constitution of the 
Macdonald College Student Teachers' Society. Article I\, 
section A ; reads as follows — : 

GENERAL PROCEDURE: 

(1) All executive officers (president, vice-president, 
second vice-president, secretary, treasurer) are nominated 
from and elected by the S.T.S. with the exception of the 
Honorary President, 

(2) All nominations shall be written and shall be 
accompanied bv the signatures of ten (10) members of the 
S.T.S. plus the sign^iture of the nominee. Nominations 
should be submitted to the chief returning officer no later 
than (date to be decided at the first meeting), 

(3) All nominees must be introduced to the S.T.S. on 
week prior to the elections, and each presidental nominee 
shall be given the opportunity to speak for a time not 
exceeding five (5) minutes, 

(4) Voting shall be by secret ballot not later than 
the third week of October: the place of voting to be determ- 
ined by the Chief Returning Officer. 

(5) Results of all elections shall be publicaly displayed 
to the S.T.S. for at least one week. 

(6) In the event of a tie for any one of the Executive 
Officers positions, there shall be a re-vote. 

We hope that in reading the Constitution you will 
realize the importance of the society. The S.T.S is recogn- 
ized by the Provincial Association Of Protestant Teachers 
(PAPT) and in this respect all student teachers m^y go 
to the Teachers Convention or bring to the PAPT any 
matters concerning education*
